NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Another of Eu- 
rope's most highly prized treasures of 
art is coming to America, according to 
special cable advices which say that the 
celebrated Cowper Madonna and 
Chud,“ by Raphael, has been purchased 
bys American dealers at a price above 
half a million dollars. 

The painting is known as the Cowper } 
picture because it was ‘the chief treasure 
of the late Earl Cowper’s collection at 
Fanshanger, dartfordshire, England. It 
has lately been in the possession of Lord 
jJesborough. 

One of the conditions winder which the 
famous picture was sold is said to be 
that it should first be offered to the 
British National Gallery. This was done 


a month ago, but the National Gallery.

The painting portrays the Virgin 
wearing a red tunic, square over the 
bréast, and a blue mantle. The child 
has one foot resting on its mother’s 
left hand, with its arms around her 
neck.

It was painted in 1505 and is said to 
be the last Raphael produced by the 
master’s own hand that remains in pos- 
session of individuals,. with the excep- 
tion of Lady Monds’ picture, which has 
already been bequeathed to the British 
National Gallery, and Mrs. John.

“The State saloon law says a saloon 
man shall not hold out an invitation to 
keep a patron in his barroom,” Fine 
declared. “Now card tables, chairs 
and music tend to keep a man in a sa. 
loon. In other words, they are a ‘silent 
invitation.’ For this reason I have or- 
dered them removed from all saloons in 
St. Louis County./ 

“Card tables lead men to play games 
for drinks, and men who play cards all 
day drink all day. They stay away 
from their homes. 

“By taking tables and chairs out of 
saloons I think I shall have done away 
with saloon loungers, who warm the 
chairs until somebody comes in with an 
offer to treat.
